The* most amusing part of the'show is

It 
covers fatly a quarter of au acre of ground, 
and six nun as tall as Stewart, of Texas, 
who is folly six feet in nn stocking*, could 
stand, one on the head of the other, and, 
if the socks of the first rested on the floor, 
the gray h»ir of the sixth would just graze 
the ctilmg.
